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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant raises three issues of differences 
between the Higuchi reference and the present invention. Applicant first argues that Higuchi fails to teach both a direct and indirect data 
path. This may be true, but does not have any basis in the claims claims presented in order to overcome the rejection. Applicant also 
state that the Higuchi reference is not an active device. It is unclear what this suggetion is based on or how it can be true if the paths are 
transferring data; but is not persuasive in either case as there is no such limitation in the claims. Applicant finally argues that the Higuchi 
reference does not teach simultaneous commmunication. Again, it is unclear what this suggetion is based on or how it can be true if the 
paths are transferring data, but is not persuasive in either case as there is no such limitation in the claims.
